SIXTY KILLED. 


Number of Lives Lost in Mine 


Horror is Uncertain. ~ 


A Solid Wall of Rock Turns 


Back the Rescuers, 


Terrific Grash of Explosion 
Was Heard for Miles. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™:) 

TRINIDAD (Colo) 29.—The 
Rocky Mountain Coal a Iron Com- 
pany’s mine, No. 3. at Terclo, forty 
miles west of tiis city, was so badly 
wrecked by the explosion which de- 
curred yesterday afternoon that res- 
cuers have not yet succeeded in pene- 
trating to the point where miners 
were working. 

Katimates of the number of men in 
the mine at the time vary from twenty 
to sixty. They are mainiy «foreigners 


‘and not known to Americans in the 


vicinity. The mine company's officials 
have no record of the number work- 
ing, though it is knewn ° that only 
twenty-one men went into the mine 
yesterday According to re- 
ports, which ha been verified, 
many more men went into the mine in 
the afternoon. It is regarded as cer- 
tain that none of those who were in 
the mine when the e occurred 
are now alive. 

The mine is a sloping tunnel over 2000 
feet long. Rescuers entered 
as far as room 13, which is See feet 
from the mouth of the tunnel. They 
succeeded in reaching this point onty 
after most dangerous work and after 
crawling through many narrow places. 

At this point they encountered à solid 
wall of rock that had fallen. from above 
and closed the passage. 

Room 2, where most of the miners 
are supposed to have been is 
600 feet from the mouth of the tunnel, 


the rescuers penetrated. Only one body 
has been récovered, that of T. * 
a driver, whe was just entering the 
tunnel when the explosion took place, 
and who was terribly burned. 

“The report that sixty men were in 
the mine at the time of the explosion 
is untrue,” said Coroner Sipe after vis- 
iting the scene of the accident. “I be- 
lieve there are twenty entombed in the 
mine and that all are dead. 

“I think the explosion, which caused 
the roof of the mine to cave in, was a 
dust explosion. The mine is well ven- 
tilated, without artificial devices, No 
bodies were recovered last night. 

The mine is burning and many of 
the bodies may be cremated, thus mak- 
ing it impossible to ascertain exactly 
the number in the mine.”

Our possessions beyond the 
Beas will be governed with firmness and 
liberality, with ag#ver-increasing meas- 
ure of freedom, as they develop the fac- 
ulty of self-control. 

We shall continue to treat our sister 
republics of this hemisphere as frien 18 
and equals, not coveting their goods or 
their soil—desiring only their trade and 
their friendship. Our relations — the 
rest of the world will remain as they 
have been in recent years—those af 
frank and honorable amity with all, an! 
entangling alliances with none. Our 
ideal will be justice; the desire of ow;

NOME TELLING FIGURES. 


Los Angeles is in many ways a re- 
markable city. It probably transacts 
more business every day than any 
other city of its size in the country, 
perhaps in the world. Its growth dur- 
ing the past two years has astonished 
the nation. Its magnificent “sky- 
scrapers” are taking their places, one 
by one, among the great modern busi- 
ness buildings of the country, the peer 
of any of their fellows. Los Angeles 
shows today, in practically every line 
of industry and in municipal achieve- 
ments, the activity and progress of a 
city several times its present size. 

It is noteworthy, too, that as the 
“skyscrapers” of Los Angeles rear 
tneir heads high among their fellows 
of other metropolitan cities, so the 
city’s first newspaper, The Times, 
takes rank with the greatest journals 
of the nation and of the world. That 
this is true, and true in a remarkable 
degree, is shown by a comparison of 
recent Sunday issues of The Times, the 


une and the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
The Times has printed many large 
newspapers, but the issue of Sunday, 
October 2, eclipsed all previous records 
for a regular issue. On that date The 
Times printed 104 pages. It contained 
320 columns of advertising, wholly ex- 
clusive of office advertisements and of- 
ficial city advertisements. This was 
eighty-five columns more than the 
total advertising printed in both 


date, and was 196 columns more than 
The Times’ nearest advertising com- 
petitor. - Of the total of 320 columns of 
advertising 145 columns were “liners,” 
The Times printing on that date 
seventy columns more “liner” adver- 
tising than both the other morning 


matter printed in The Times on that 
date approximated 400 columns. 

On October 2 the New York Herald 
printed -337 columns of advertising 
and 349 columns of reading matter. 
The Herald thus printed approxi- 
mately only seventeen more columns 
of advertising and about fifty columns 
less of reading matter than were con- 
tained in The Times. 
> On October 2 the Chicago Tribune 
printed 268 columns of advertising 
and 236 columns of reading matter. 
This is fifty-two columns less of ad- 
vertising and 164 columns less of read- 
ing matter than were printed in The 
Times of the same date. 

On October 2 the Philadelphia In- 
quirer printed 188 columns of adver- 
tising and about 311 of reading matter. 
The Inquirer printed 132 columns less 
of advertising and about eighty-nine 
columns less of reading matter than 
were printed in The Times of Octo- 


ing, for the estimate in each case is 
made upon the basis of 21-inch col- 
umns. The Chicago Tribune columns 
are 21% inches long and the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer columns are 22 
inches long; the Inquirer is also an 8- 
column paper, and for all of this al- 
lowance has been made. Moreover, no 
office advertising is counted in any 
case, and all official city advertising 
is excluded in The Times figures. 
Lest it should be supposed that The 
Times has selected October 2 for coni- 
son either because that issue was 
unusually large for The Times and 
unusually small for the other papers 
named, or both, the figures for four 
consecutive Sunday issues, October 2, 
October 9, October 16 and October 23, 
are herewith given.

population of Los Angeles is estimated 
at only 155,000. Chicago's greatest 
newspaper, in a city of approximately 
2,00v,000 people, and the paper that 
prints the most advertising in Phil- 
adelphia (estimated population 1,500,- 
tising and reading matter printed in 
the Los Angeles Times. The Times 
000) both fell far short of the adver- 
printed more reading matter than any 
of them.

DO NOT KEEP 
FUNDS ARIGHT. 


Town and City Treasurers 


Face Grand Jury. 


Public Moneys Deposited as 
Private Accounts. 


Giving Officials Chance to 


Pocket I nterest. 


The grand jury has been examining 
into the methods followed in all the 
cities and towns of the county in de- 
positing public funds, and has found 
flagrant abuses of the law which 4i- 
rects that all city moneys be kept in 
the city’s own vault. 

When the treasurers of the number 
of small towns turned their steps 
city-ward toward the grand jury 
reom some of them appeared to be 
badly scared; to be investigated by 
the grand jury appeared to some of 
them a very serious affair, and in 
their mind’s eye they saw all kinds 
of unpleasant things looming uf before 
them. 

In his charge to the jury Judge Wil- 
bur had instructed the body particu- 
larly to investigate the manner in 
which public funds are kept, and the 
result has more than justified the in- 
struction. The utmost laxity was 
shown to exist in the keeping of mu- 
nicipal funds. Some were deposited in 
the names of the treasurers as private 


deposits. One city treasurer had an® 


idea that city funds should be held as 
a special deposit. In his case the 
money was on deposit with the local 
bank and was bearing interest. The 
treasurer was advised by the City At- 
torney that the interest was some- 
what in the nature of “surplusage,” 
and that it could not be more easily 
disposed of than by being shoved down 
into the treasurer's pockets. The 
treasurer thought so, too, and was 
giad to find that the law officer of the 
little town viewed the matter as he 
did. The interest on the public mon- 
eys was thenceforward personally ap- 
propriated by the treasurer. 

In almost all instances it was 
found that the letter of the constitu- 
tional requirement had been violated; 
but while there were technica) 
breaches of law there was no wmal- 
feasance in office. Treasurers were 
ignorant as to the requirements of the 
law, and without exception all the of- 


ficials summoned before the grand 


ury promised that hereafter all pub- 
lc funds shall be so deposited as 
to be under the sole control of the 
treasurer. 

AS TO BOND-CASH. 

An exceptional instance was the case 
of the money recei¥Ved from the sale 
of the Los Angeles city sewer bonds. 
In the absence in the East of City 
Treasurer Workman, his son, Boyle 


Workman, appeared before the grand 


jury and explained how the city funds 
are of. In making deposiis 
with the city banks the City Treasurer 
has been in the habit of requiring ~ach 
bank to give bond to secure the treus- 
urer and the city against possibile loss. 
With regard to the money reed 
from the sale of the sewer bonds, Mr. 
Workman and the president of the 
City Council, Mr. Bowen, went 
into the matter at length de- 
fore the grand jury. The bonds 
were not disposed of in the East, and 
in preference to waiting a more suit- 
able time to market the issue a syn- 
dicate of city banks agreed to pur- 
chase the bonds providing that the 
money received by the city be allowed 
to remain in the several banks. This 
meant that the several deposits agg -e- 
gating the total amount should be 
checked against in the ordinary course 
of business during the construction of 
the sewer system. This proposal was 
to, though not in accurdance 
with the actual requirercents of the 
law, which says that all such public 
moneys shall be placed in a city or 
county treasury accessible only to the 
city or county officials having such 
moneys in charge. But the plan ob- 
viated tying up of much money in a 
special vault and withdrawing it from 
rculation. The money received from 
the bonds, while assured to the city 
by the usual guarantees obtained by 
the City Treasurer, still continues to 
vitalize the avenues of commerce and 
trade by being kept in circulation. 
But in the cities throughout the 
county this scheme will not avail. 
From now on all the municipal funds 
will practically be withdrawn from 
circulation and kept in a city treas- 
ury. This, it is claimed, will react to 
the detriment of the banking commu- 
nity. in Los Angeles. This is the dis-

Success:] A great scientific mystery 
of the Pacific Ocean has just been 
solv at least theoretically. The ex- 
perimental verification will come later, 
or, perhaps the new theory will be ac- 
cepted or rejected without other test 
than that of a thorough discussion of 
the facts on which it rests. a 
mystery in quest ton relates to 
the origin of the immense current of 
cool water which sweeps southward 
along our Pacific Coast from Alaska 
to Southern California, the antithesis 
in relative temperature and in direc- 
tion to the Gulf Stream of the Atlan 
tic Coast, but mightier than the latter 
in volume, and modifying tue land cli- 
mates all along its course to a greater 
extent, possibly, than any other known 
ocean current. In short, this current 
is one of the greatest agents employed 
by nature in producing the famous cl. 
maet of the Pacific Coast. 
nificent forests of 
Oregon and the 
vineyards of California owe their ex- 
istence largely to the infiveoce of this 
vast river in the sea, waich flows 
swiftly by the shore, tempering with 
its coolness the arid heats ef summer, 
rolling in vast mantles of fog which 
distributes moisture like the gentlest 


temperat

va ee — it is considerably above it in 
er. 

Nor is this all. Turning westward, 
after skirting the shores of California, 
the great current spreads out over the 
center of the Pacific, touching the Ha- 
walian Islands, where again its genial 
influence is beneficently felt, with the 
result that those islands enjoy a more 
uniformly agreeable and salubrious cli- 
mate than any other land lying in a 
similar latitude. 

Now, in a general way, and with- 
out much critical examination, qos: 
raphers and oceanographers have hith- 
erto assumed that this Pacific Current 
was an offshoot of, or a complement 
to, the northward-flowing Gulf Stream 
of Japan, the Wuro Siwo. This Rev. 
S. E. Bishop, widely known for his re- 
searches on similar subjects, disputes; 
and he sets forth the very interesting 
and surprising proposition that the 
great current begins near the South 
Pole, from which it follows that all 
the favored regiong mentioned above 
owe their felicitous climes to the trans-

Candidates Supplied Tickets. 


Our first ballots were furnished by the candidates 
themselves, who had to pay for the printing and distri-

given to the voter by a special official. Privacy to those 
who cast these ballots was secured by voting booths or 
enclosed stalls. 


Agitation for “ballot reform’ was not commenced 
with vigor in this country until 1887. It was a reaction 
against the corruption, bribery and intimidation which 
had long obtained at the polis. It resulted in the grad- 
ual adoption by many. States of the Australian ballot 
system. Good effects were immediate, wherever the 


The blanke ballot” came into vogue with the Austra- 
lian system. All candidates’ names are, under this 
methed, printed on the same ticket, sometimes in alpha- 
betical order, irrespective of party. In some States 
there are “party columns,” headed each dy the emblem 
of the party—ueually the eagle of the Republicans, the 
star of the Democrats, etc. The illiterate voter places 
his mark at the head of his party column, as indicated 
by the emblem, and it is thus necessary for him to vote 
a “straight ticket.” The blanket ballot is favored by the 
party organizations, because it encourages this 
“straight” party voting—i. e., for the entire ticket—ana 
discourages “scratching,” or independent voting. But 
in New Jersey each voter has found in the booth stacks 
of tickets, each representing a different party. He se- 
lects his ticket, seals it in a blank envelope and places 
it im the ballot box after leaving the booth. 

The Australian ballet system was in use in thirty-six 
States during the first McKinley-Bryan election. in 
the coming contest it will be used by all States and Ter- 
ditories except the two Carolinas, Oregon, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and paris of Georgia. England saw its 
value as early as 1870, when it was adopted for school- 
board elections, and introduced for elections to Parlia- 
ment two years later. 


Voting Machines. . 


The advent of the “voting machine,” however, marks 
a recent step im progress even beyond the simple Aus- 
tralian system, of which it is the outgrowth and all of 
whose virtues it retains, adding valuable innovations. 

That we should vote by machinery is not surprising 
in an age when our meals are dispensed, our dishes 
washed, our shoes “shined.” our confections sold, our 
newspaper bulletins written and posted, our cyphering 
‘done, bur clothes laundered and countless other little 
odd jobs or gigantic feats done for us by purely me- 
chanical agents—an age which has actually given birth 
to thought-saving machines. . 

The voting machine, in one form or another, will be 
used at the coming election in ten States—-Maine, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, 


galized by Congress for all Federal elections. 

The voter using this new system enters a curtained 
cabinet and finds before him ver“ical columns ot candi- 
dates’ names arranging themselves into horizontal rows 
of political parties. In other words, looking up and 
down, he sees in any one row the names of all candi- 
dates for the same office; or, reading from left to right, 
in any selected row, all candidates of any particular 
party. To the left of each party row is the word “Re- 
publican,” under the figure of an eagle; or “Demo- 
cratic,” beneath a star; or “Prohibition,” below a bub- 
pling fountain. Other parties in the field are similarily 
indicated. At each emblem is a large knob, lever or 
buttoa, and if the voter wishes to vote the Republican 
ticket, for example, he pulls, turns or presses the appli- 
ance. If he wishes to vote the “straight” party ticket 
he simply throws a lever which records his vote, rings 
a bell and resets the machine. But if he wishes to vote 
a “split” ticket he proceeds as follows: | 

At the bead of each vertical column % the name of 
an office for which the respective candidates are. run- 
ning, as President.“ “Vice-Presidemt,” “Governor.” 
etc. When the big party knob, lever or bution on the 
left was manipulated at first it threw down against each 
name card in the entire Republican column, for ex- 
ample, a little lever indicating that its man is to be 
voted for at the final register. But looking along the 
party row the voter finds the name “John Smith” below 
the column heading “Alderman.” For some reason he 
does not regard Smith as an honest man, and decides 
to “ecratch him.” He therefore brings back to its origi-

‘Cannot be Cheat 


The voting machines adopted by the various States. 
cannot be cheated. The bell or a similar signal an- 
nounces to those outside that a vote bas been cast by 
the man in the booth. No repeating is possible, and 
one machine adopted by New York, New Jersey and 
several other States is fitted with a lever which closes — 
the curtain of the booth, as soon as entered, and at tne 
same time unlocks the machine. The final vote of the 
man thus secreted in the booth is cast by turning the 
lever back to ite original position, ing the machine 
and at the same time throwing open the curtain 1 


ringing the signal for the next voter. Another ma- 
and 


chine has a gate which answers the same purpose, 
thus no man can repeat without oprning the booth a 
second time, which is against the lay. In some States 
each voter is limited to one minutt's use of the ma- 
chine, which is ample considering the fact that in Mil- 
waukee last April one machine cast 120 votes in one 
hour. The machines in that city automatically counted 
€0,158 ballots and complete election returns of the en- 
tire city were received at headquarters seventy-two . 
minutes after the polls closed. 

All votes are automatically recorded and counted as 
fast as they are cast. The last voter having left the 
booth, the back of the machine is unlocked by the su- 
pervisors of the different parties, acting together. They 
find the total for each candidate ready for them as soon 
as the recording dial is exposed to view. Milwaukee s 
election in the spring just passed proved that the cost 
of balloting with a machine is just a trifle more than 
half of what it was two years previous with the old 
paper ballots. There were fewer- voting officers needed 
and these were required to remain at the poifs a less 
number of hours. Tire vote being automatically as well 
as secretly counted, there is no waiting after the polls 
are closed to go over ballots, one at a time, no chance 
for dispute and no recounting. 


Duellists Barred. 


The laws limiting the right of suffrage in the various 
States are in surprising variety. Many are quaint and 
even archaic. Duellists are forbidden a vote in Vir- 
ginia, Florida and Michigan; accessories to duelling ia 
the latter two. Bettors on elections cannot vote in 
Florida, New York and Wisconsin. United States soil- — 
ders, sailors and marines are deprived of the ballot in 
Nebraska, Ohio, Georgia, Texas and New Mexico; camp 
followers of an army in the last-named. Idiots, insane 
persons, criminals.and paupers are forbidden suffrage 
in a large number of States, others allow the bal- 
lot to these while refusing it to women. Dishonorably 
discharged soldiers are excluded from the polls in lowa; 
rebels in Kansas and Minnesota. Chinese are denied the 
ballot in Oregon, Nevada and South Dakota. Indians 
cannot vote in Nevada. South Dakota or Montana, 
whether civilized or not. In Minnesota and Mississippi 
they must be taxed to enjoy suffrage. 

Throughout Vermont sit “boards of civil authority.“ 
and no citizen failing to gain their approbation may 
vote, in Alabama, Arkansas and Kansas one must have 
worked at lawful employment at least twelve weeks 
prior to registration. Length of State residence re- 
quired for voters varies from three months in Maryland 
to two years in South Carolina, Louisiana and Alabama. 
In Mississippi, Kansas and South Carolina clergymen 
need live only six months in the State pefore voting, 
whereas al! other citizens must have had such residence 
for one year in the first two and two years in the last 
named. The same special privilege is extended to pub- 
lie school teachers in South Carolina. : 

All voters must read and write in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Kansas and Massachusetts. In Hawaii they must read 
and write either English or the native language. In 
Connecticut they must at least read English while 
in Mississippi they must be able to read and write any 
section of the Constitution; in California, read the Con- 
stitution and write their names; in Wyoming. read the 
State Constitution in English. In Louisiana a man may 
vote if he can read or write, if he pay taxes on $300 
worth of property. or if his father or grandfather was 
qualified to vote on Jan. 1, 1867—a clause intended io 
exclude ex-slaves and their children. In Alabama, Ar- 
kansas and Kansas each voter must pay taxes on forty 
acres or $300 worth of property. Women may vote on 
the same footing with men in Colorado, Idaho, Utah ana

The forestry station is located on a narrow tongue of © 


land lying between two barrancas that separate the 


The work of | 
the station includes the cultivation and care of the’ 


growths, the time of blooming, habit of the leaves, ma- 
turing of seed, and behavior of the plants under dif- 
ferent conditions. The endeavor is to preserve a com- 
plete history of every tree from the time of its first 
planting. Such records, with the conclusions deducible 
therefrom, have proven invaluable in many instances. 
Trees are also cultivated with special reference to de- 
termining what varieties make greatest growth and 
progress with a minimum of moisture. Experiments 
along these lines have been of incalculable benefit in 
aiding the work of reforestation and in the introduction 
of trees into the desert wastes, that have already com- 
menced to be redolent with blossoms since a few drops 
of water have been sprinkled over the parched and dualy 
soil.

Perhaps the greatest loss occasioned by the fires was 


in Rustic Cafion, near Santa Monica, where the experi- 
mental foresiry station of the State University is lo- 


cated. The buildings there were all burned, and there 


was a damage of perhaps 50 per cent. to the growing 


trees. The forestry experimental station, located amid 


picturesque and romantic surroundings in Rustic Cafion, 
is reached after a pleasant twenty-five-minutes’ drive 
from the center of the city. Here, before the fires 
wrought such havoc, Nature’s countless charms of wood- 
land scene and song of bird captivated her worshipers, 
and the cafion has for many years been a favorite picnic 
ground. 

This statlon, whose grounds cover twenty acres, was 
established some sixteen years ago by the now defunct 
State Board of Forestry. The beginning was made on 
lands donated to the State for this purpose by Hon. 
John P. Jones and the Bakers. 


In 1895, when the State Legislature abolished the for- 
éstry board, this station was taken wnder the guar- 
dian wing of the State University. This was done ai 
the instance of the Legislature, and the station at that 
time was in a neglected and forlorn condition owing to 
the paucity of funds with which to carry on the work. 
The university entered upon the task under many diffi- 
culties. Much labor was required in putting the exist- 
ing materia] in a presentable state before any attempt 
at material progress could be attempted. No record 
or memoranda of the growth of the hundreds of vari- 
elies of trees had been made, and a large majority of 
them were without labels. Moreover, the universify 
was seriously handicapped through the lack of sufficient 
funds with which to properly prosecute the work. It 
was only through the most rigid economy that the uni- 
versity was enabled to maintain the station and grad- 
ually develop and enlarge its valuable collections. The 
need of additional means was sorely or during the 
early years of the experiment.

Al Saints’ Eve is celebrated in the Philippines in a 
strange fashion. It is gleefully hailed by all the gay 
young blades of the village as the Calinanan, or chicken- 
stealing festa, as on that night it is considered per- 
fectly legal to steal every feathered thing you can lay 
hands on. Young men and boys assemble at midnight, 
often to the number of one hundred or more, and, di- 
viding into bands of eight or ten, each band having a 
dwly appointed captain in command, proceed to take 
toll of every hen-roost in the neighborhood. The ex- 
peditions are attended with plenty of excitement and 
even danger, as the fowls roost either in the branches 
of trees or under the elevated floors of the houses, which 
are usually high enough from the ground to permit a 
man to pass to and fro under them in a stooping posi- 
tion. To gather the chickéns from the trees is an easy 
task, though one or two youths are often treed by 

irate householder with blood in his eye and a bolo in 
hand, but the cuslaught on the roosts under the houses 
is the supreme test of coolness and courage. Dark 
figures steal quietly to the attack, and the cial mo- 
ment comes when hands are laid on the feathered vic- 
tims. One or more is sure to give the alarm, and the 
awakened family comes flying pell-mell to the rescue, 
armed with knives, clubs, stones, even guns if it is lucky

Situated at the World's Fair, in the very midst of 
many palatial homes of the different foreign countries, | 
& attracts and bolds our attention through its very sim- 
plicity itself. Copied as much as possible from the orig- 
inal cottage at Ayr. where the poet was born in 1759, 
gna where he spent % many happy days with his wife, 
“Bonnie Jean,” the Burns cottage at the fair is a plain. 
eow-built mortar house with a picturesque straw roof. 
This rural home of Scotiand’s most famous poet con- 
tains but four very small rooms, of which the ceilings 
are scarcely seven feet high. in its front the Scotch 
Sag, with the lion, waves cheerfully in the breeze, tell- 
ing of Scotiand’s glory and its illustrious sons, and bid- 
ding a hearty welcome to all visitors flocking under its 
sheltering roof. 


Upon entering, we first come into the barn or store- 
room, from where a low door leads us into the byre or 
oe four stalis for the cattle.

l Saints’ Day in Paris. 


SOMETHING ALSO ABOUT THE On- 
IGIN OF THE ANNIVERSARY.

N the Luxembourg Gallery there hangs a pic- 
ture thoroughly characteristic of one phase of 
Parisian life. It is 


this serious religious 
trait which the artist has depicted so won- 
derfully. The painting. a real Whistler in gray 
tones, has all the sentiment as well as the realistic at- 
mosphere of All Saints’ Day! The ist of November that 
year was evidently bleak and foggy, for the poor old 
blind man and his dog are both bundled up coat, 
muffler and blanket, and have a cold unhappy look, and 
well deserve the few pennies that are dropped in the 
dog's tin cup. They are in the background, silhouetted 
against the bigh gray stone wall of Pere Lachaise Cem- 
etery. Across the foreground of the picture comes a 
young girl proudly carrying a large bunch of flowers 
around which is wrapped the typical white 
lace paper. A few steps behind is her mother, also 
in stiff black dress and stiffer long crepe veil, bearing a 
pot plant in full bloom. The flowers and the beggar's 
‘muffler are the only bits of color in the picture. 

One constantiy sees near the gates of the different 
cemeteries, on All Saints’ Day, such a repetition of this 
group that the subject becomes a very familiar one: In- 
side the cemeteries there is a constant stream of 
people coming and going: some idly wandering round; 
others decorating the graves, of their loved ones with the 
plants and cut flowers they have brought. As the pro- 
cession of priests and acolytes enters the cemetery all 
turn and follow. These religious rites, consisting of 
prayers and chants, are held ai the foot of a large black 
éross which stands immediately in the center of every 
cemetery. This is called “blessing the dead,” and is 
held in every cemetery on Al. Fainte’ Day. 

As early as the fourth century there was a festival 
celebrated by the eastern chrrcl in honor of All Saints 
on the Sunday after Wu isuntide, which consequently 
was called All Saints’ Sunday. In the western church 
such a festival was not known until later on. When 
under Pope Boniface the Fourth (608-615) the Pantheon 
was fitted up for Christian worship and dedicated to the 
Virgin and all the saints, and its day of dedication, 
May 12th. was aunn ly celebrated as a festival for the 
saints. In 835 Pope Gregory the Fourth induced the 
Emperor Louis to introduce an All Saints’ festival in 
the Frankish Church, to be celebrated on November 1. 

In England the festival was introduced somewhat 
later, about 870, and usually called Allhallowmass. 
In the Anglican church it is still celebrated, while in 
most other reiormed churches it has fallen into disuse. 

Since the days of Gregory the Great (604 A. D.) when 
the doctrine of purgatory became generally accepied, it 
was considered a sacred duty for all Christians to pray 
for the dead, and an incident contributed to mould this 
general duty into a fixed form. A pilgrim returning 
frent Jerusalem reported that on approaching Sicily he 
had seen flames from purgatory bursting through the 
earth and heard wallings of the suffering souls. They 
implored him to go to the monastery of Clugny and 
Beg the moaks c have mercy on their woes and by 
prayers. and alms free them out of purgatory. From 
this time, 998, the pious Abbot of Clugny, Odilo, con- 
sidered it a duty for his monastery to celebrate every 
year the day afier Ail Saints’ Day, in commemoration 
of all deceased believers, which — soon spread 
to other monasteries. 

In writing of Pere Lachaise ‘Cometery Victor Hugo 
says: Pere Lachaise—-well and good! To be buried 
at Pére Lachaise is Jike having mahogany furniture— 
a mark of respectabfity.” It is the largest and richest 
of the Parisian cemeteries, and occupies Jand formerly 
called Champ de l'Evegue, because it belonged to the 
Archbishop of Paris. In the time of Louis the Four- 
teenth, under the name of Mont Louis, it became the 
headquarters of tbe Jesuits and was much embellished 
by their superior, the celebrated Pére Lachaise, con- 
fessor of Louis the Fouricenth. After the expulsion of 
the order, the land was sold to pay their debts, but 
continues to bear his name, and was converted into a 
public cemetery in 1864. The Avenue of Limes which 
led to the terrace of the old gardens and the Avenue 
of Chestnuts at the top of the hill have all been pre- 
served. The chapel.occupics the site of the old ihe Be 
and its orangery still exists.

Abélard died ai the priory of St. Marcel of Chalons, 
Ast of April, 1142. his last wish was to be laid at the 


at least when dying, of her who had never had a thought 
but for him. The church herself respected the mystic 
bond between the philosopher and the great abbess. 
Peter the Venerable, who wrote an epitaph for Abé- 
lard, in which he called him the Socrates of Gaul, the 
Plato and Aristotle of the West, sent his mortal remains 
to Héloise. “The Lord,” he wrote to the abbess of the 
Paraciete, with a vision of another heaven than that of 
the ascetics, “The Lord preserve him for you to restore 
him to you by his grace.” Héloise survived in silence 
till the 16th of May, 1164. Only at the end of twenty- 
two years was she buried near her spouse.” 

Héloise is a type of womanhood, rare perhaps, but 
characteristic—a type which through the progress of 
modern ideas may be rapidly becoming impossible. 
Considered merely as a figure in human history she is 
most interesting, and this story of a devotion without 
limits, a love without thought of self, a loyalty with- 
out a shadow of turning, even though all were lavished 
on an object not worthy, will seem to those who cline 
to the old fashions of human nature an episode which 
deserves to be perpetuated. “The largest heart,” says 
the poet, “is that which only one can rest on or im- 
press; the purest is that which dares call itself im- 
pure; the kindest is that which strikes rather at its 
own inhumanijy than that of another!”

A Visir Snows H is Less Ten- 
RIBLE THAN PAINTED. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


USSIA is essentlally a land of disappoint ments. 
Many of the things which one imagined magnifi- 


matter. A foreignet coming to Russia for the first time 
will be surprised at the state in which the foreign news- 
papers appear—certain articles and paragraphs are plas- 
tered over with a thick coating of some biack substance 
in @ criss-cross: pattern, gritty with powder, rendering 
them quite Illegible: in some cases part of a page; or 
even a whole one, is cut out bodily. If he manages to 
obtain that same number of the paper which has not 
been censored he will probably see that the erascd mat- 
ter contained either a criticism of Russia's internal pol- 
icy, an unfdvorable or even merely flippant allusion to 
the imperial family, or an account of some revolutionary 
movement within the Russian empire. The way in 
which the foreign press is dealt with by the censorship 
is as follows. There is a head censor’s office in St. Pe- 
tersburg where all the newspapers addressed to persons 
in the capital or its district are sent. These are then 
subjected to the censorship and the obnoxious passages 
erased; sometimes every copy of the paper will be kept 
back or destroyed. In the case of a few of the more im- 
portant papers the list of obnoxious passages is tele- 
graphed to the local censors in other parts of Russia for 
erasion. The other papers are dealt with locally. Dur- 
Ins the present war there has been very Iittle suppres- 
sion of war news in the foreign papers. However, un- 


tion, they are generally allowed to pase unblacked. But 
al! allusions to the internal situation, to disturbances, 
strikes, or political crimes are ruthlessly obliterated. It 
is the same with news concerning the imperial familys, 
and in the illustrated papers all portraits of the Czar 
are erased, for none save duly authorized: portraits of 
His Majesty are permitted in Russia. The most violent 
attacks on Russia's foreign policy are untouched, and 
so are all criticisms of her generals’ ‘strategy. On the 
other hand, reflections on the morale of her troops, or 
any suggestion of disaffection among them, are erased. 
Sometimes curidus mistakes are made, such as the eras- 
ing of the wrong paragraph (the censor, having read the 
paper, notes all passages to be erased on the front page, 
and hands it to a subordinate, who applies the caviar, 
as the blacking is called, or the scissors.) On one occa- 
sion, for instance, an account in a London daily of a 
certain race meeting was blacked out, whereas a violent 
attack on the same page on the late M. de Plehve's police 
system passed uncensored. 


It is possible to obtain one’s papers uncensored, but 
the permission is only granted to Russians of high po- 
sition who are known to be untainted by revolutionary 
views, and to foreign residents of good standing and re- 
spectability. Even the latter sometimes find difficulty 
in obtaining it, and have to make repeated petitions ex- 
tending over a considerable length of time. When per- 


in their original wrappers, as is done ig the case of thoss 
subjected to the censorship, are sent in closed envelopes 
bearing the words “to be given into the hands of the ad- 
dressee.” Even these privileged persons, however, do 


not get their papers regularly, and often have to com-

One would naturally suppose that such an “instrument 
of moral oppression” as the censorship would be per- 
formed in some 
ground, or, at all events, with the windows heavily 
shuttered so as to exclude every ray of daylight, guarded 
by truculent-looking gendarmes armed to the teeth. The 


censor himself I imagined to be a tall, bewhiskered, and 


uniformed official with colored spectacles, and an ex- 
pression of diabolical cunning. A large staff of compe- 


tent assistants, all of them marvelous Hnguists, would 


be carefully reading every line of every foreign news- 
paper, and marking all objectionable passages with blue 
pencils, to be afterward “caviared” or cut out. All this 
I believed, but I never thought a moment that I 
should ever be admitted into that awful sanctum. Even 
to approach such a spot would risking one’s life or. 
liberty. Imagine my astonishment when I was informed 
that I might quite easily be introduced to the censor. 
and even visit him in his office! I availed myself of 
the first opportunity of doing so, through the good 
Offices of a friend who knew the censor. The censor- 
ship of the foreign press is carried on in the Centra! 
Postoffice of the town of X., a large, dirty, rambling 
building, painted a yellowish pink color outside. At the 
head of a flight of stairs is a door with the words “Tzen-

We wore received by a édingy-looking gentleman in a 
rusty black coat, who informed us politely that the cen- 
sor was out. My friend began making inquiries concer s- 
ing a paper of his which had not come for weeks, and 
eventually we passed into the ioner toom, where tho 
Papers were kept. It was a somewhat more decent 
apartment, but dusty and untidy, furnished with a large 
writing table, some chairs, and four pigeon-holed eup- 
boards labeled, “English,” French,“ “Cerman,” and 
“Various,” respectivoly. Table, chairs, and floor were cov- 
ered with a litter of newspapers of all kinds, in all lan- 
guages, in the wildest state of confusion, some sprea‘ 
Out, some still under their original wrappers, and a few 
in closed envolopes, odd sheets lying about separated 
from their feliows, quantities of cuttings overfiowins 
the waste-paper basket on the floor. A white-haircd, 
decrepit old man of 75, the censor’s only assistant for 
the “intellectual” part of the work, was standing be- 
hind the table, listlessly looking through the papers. 
On being asked if the missing periodicals were among 
them, he expressed his utter inability to find them, and 
a glance at the wild chaos of the apartment more than 
justified his excuse. After a few minutes’ waiting, the 
censor himself appeared, also an old man, nearly 70 
years of age, suffering from St. Vitus’s dance, and 
afflicted by a fatal idea that he can talk English. He is 
a state councillor, with the civil rank of general, wears 
a black suit with a white evening tie, has amiable man- 
ners, and is always ready to do any favor in the way of 
forwarding papers which are in his office. But the aw- 
ful confusion of the office is such that the fulfillment of 
his promises is a herculean task. Another diMicalty is 
due to the fact that his wife keeps a pension, and when a 
guest expresses a wish to see a particular paper before it 
has been “caviared,” the kindly old censor picks out a 
copy at random from among the litter and brings it 
home. The guest often keeps the periodical in question 
an indefinite time, or loses it, and, moanwhile, the ad-

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Strange War Mystery. 
THE UNACCOUNTABLE DISAPPEAR- 
ANCE OF H. B. WENTWORTH. 

By a Special Contributor. 

HERE is nothing more mysterious in fiction than 
the sudden and unaccountable disappearance of 

Harvey B. Wentworth. | 


He enlisted and was enrolled in Company D, Nine- 
teenth New Hampahire Volunteer Infantry, in May, 
1862, at Suncook, N. H., and went to the front with his 
regiment. He was a typical farmer lad of the Granite 


State, and was only twenty years of age. 


During the entire period of the Civil War all the 
troops from the commonwealths along the Atlantic Coast 
passed through Washington city, on their way to the 
armies in the field. Consequently the national capital 
was always full of soldiers, a continually changi 
kaleidoscope of uniformed humanity. sii 

Every morning, after reveille, the sergeant of each 


were “all present or accounted for.” But 
on the morning of July 22, 1862, the sergeant of Com- 


thus borne on the rolls of the company until the close 


of the war, when the regiment was mustered out of 
service. Then, opposite his name, the entry was made: 


“Mysteriously disappeared. | 
In those days many soldiers were wounded, killed, 
died in hospital, deserted or otherwise 


“Sacred to the memory of Martha Wentworth. daugh- 
ter of Emory L. Hill, and wife of Nathan W. Went- 
worth. Died August 27, 1863.“ 

The second stone bears the legend: 


The third headstone contains the following: 
“Erected to the memory of Harvey B. Wentworth, a 


_ private in Company D. Nineteenth New Hampshire Vol- 


unteers, who mysteriously disappeared from the knowl- 
edge of men at Washington, D. C., in July, 1862.” 

No doubt was ever cast upon the character or honor 
of the lost soldier. On the contrary, a court of inquiry 
record the conclusion that “Harvey B. 
Wentworth, of the Nineteenth New Hampshire Volun-

NE line of Bakers traces back to Fargallue, the 

156th monarch of all Ireland, another line to Rob- 

ert Bruce of Scotland, and still a third to Edward 
I of Engiand. 

The name is variously spelied Bakes, Bakeman, Bake- 
well and Bakere, and it is interchangeable with Baxter, 
which is oniy another form for Baker. | 

The family history dates back twenty centuries, or 
| beyond the Conquest. Records of the family are found 
in the Heraldic Visitation of Essex, 1634, a volume which 
may be consulted at the British Museum. Ia the early 
part of the seventeenth century no gentleman’s library 
Was complete without “The 
Engiand,” a book written by Sir Richard Baker. Af- 
ter his death the work was continued by Edward Phil- 
lips, Milton’s nephew. Thomas Baker's valuable man- 
uscript collection of thirty-nine volumes is divided be- 
tween the British Museum and the Cambridge Library. 
| His life was written by Horace Walpole. 

Henry Baker, poet, born 1703, founded the Bakerian 
lectureship of the Royal Society. He married a daugh- 
ter of Defoe. The, Bakers can lay claim to many an- 
other ancestor in the literary world, to say 


| nothing of the great explorer, Sir Samuel Baker. 


Francis Baker, with his wife, three children and four 
Servants, came over in the “Planter” from Norwich, 
England. Five years earlier, in 1630, came Edward Ba- 
ker, who settled in Northampton, Mass. His will ex- 
horts his family to lead pious and peaceful lives, and he 
made request that bis funeral should be without osten- 
tation.

For so doing he was sentenced to 
perform public penancé in his shirt, with a rope round 
his neck and a torch in his hand. Afterward he and 
his book were burned together, and the ashes thrown 
into the air. . 


Burnt Alive for Writing. 


The similar punishment meted out to Servetus at 
Geneva, because of his book “On the Restitution of 
Christianity,” is historical. By a refinement of cruelty 
the brow of the unhappy author was adorned with a 
crown of straw sprinkled with brimstone, and new moist 
lagots were purposely used in order to prolong his suf- 

Antonius Palearius, an Italian author of the sixteenth 
century, had the audacity to write a book attacking the 
Inquisition. He was sentenced to be “hung, strangled, 
and burned.” Jordane Bruno, the friend of Sir Philip 
Sydney, was punished in like manner for having writ- 
ten a book entitled “The Expulsion of the Triumphing 
Beast.” | 

These sentences seem shocking to us nowadays, but at 
that time, and indeed until long afterward, English lit- 
erary men who offended church or state suffered pena!- 
ties of almost equal sevrity. 

Here, for example, is the sentence which was passed 
in 1628, upon the learned Dr. Leighton, on account of his 
“Zion's Plea Against Prelacy.”

San Diego Water Supply. 
HE city of San Diego is badly in need of a larger wa- 
ter supply. This has partly been furnished. One of the

“The San Diego Flume Company has installed an 
additional pump, said to be the second largest in the 
country, at El Monte, and is pumping 2,750,000 gallons 
every twenty-four hours into the flumes which supply 
all the country trees of El Monte, including Lakeside,

pumped by the new pump is from four open wells, the 
bottoms being eighty-five feet below the surface. For 
a depth of twenty-two feet the wells are twenty feet in 
depth; for the balance of the distance driven wells are 
used, there being four in each of the open wells.

The epicures who | 
visit certain high-class restaurants in Los Angeles to- 
day will find on the menu ‘Philadelphia Squabs.’ if 
they are Native Sons whose time has been spent on the 
Pacific Coast they may wonder as to the meaning of 
the prefix, and for their benefit t can be said that in 
the large cities of the Far East the ‘Philadelphia 
Squab’ rules the pigeon roost, and is first choice with 
all buyers for swell hotels, cafés, hospitals and high 
livers generally. The name had its origin in the fact 
that Philadelphia was about the first port through which 
fancy homer were introduced into this country 
from Belgium. The Quaker City has long been a great 
pigeon center, and there the development of the birds 
has reached its highest point. — 


“The homer has the largest brain of any variety of 
pigeon, and discloses the fact by his behavior. It has 
more sense and behaves with more inielligence. Its 
wonderful homing instinct marks it above and beyond 
all classes of pigeons, and it is this quality which gives 
it a commercial value all over the world. The feathers 
of an adult homer are laid close, like a woman’s glove. 
and the muscles under it feel as hard and firm as a 
piece of wood. Its breast is firm and well protected, 
with just the right. amount of fullness. Its chest 16 
large, indicating good lung power and. staying quali- 
ties. Its wings are trim and shapely, in flight the po- 
etry of motion. The poise of its body and head remind 
one of a race horse listening for the word that will be 
the signal to speed over the course. The lines from the 
neck to the body descend in a long, graceful! sweep. 
Put a thoroughbred into a flock of common pigeons and 
even a novice, if told to pick out the bird that would 
fly the fastest and farthest, would pick out the homer. 
Pigeons go in pairs, and when once thoroughly mated 
they are lifelong companions and breed incessantly for 
a number of years. After being mated the cock bird 
begins driving the hen to nest, and this is a sign that 
eggs will be laid in a few days. Two eggs are laid at 
intervals of two days each, and then the process of in- 
cubation commefices. Both birds take part in the work. 
the cock sitting during the day and thé hen at night. 
Eighteen days are required for the eggs to hatch, and 
for the first week the young are fed on soft food known 
as ‘pigeon milk,“ with which nature provides both old 
birds. The parent pigeons open their bills and the 
squabs thrust their bills within to get sustenance. Grad- 
wally a little hard grain is added, until whole grain is 
fed, and this feeding process is continued for four weeks, 
at the end of which time the squabs are ready for mar- 
ket, or to be taken from the nest and placed in a rear- 
ing pen, where they remain for three or four months, 
when they ‘pair off’ and take up the work of ‘income 
producers’ for their owner. All that is required of the 
person in charge is to see that the old birds have plenty 
of good feed and clean water, and to keep the lofts 


rate of from eight to ten pairs a year. 


“During the winter season, specially, when the big 
tourist hotels are open in all parts of Southern Califor- 
nia, there is an enormous demand for squabs, and with 
the introduction of the homer to this market, buyers 
want them in preference to others because of the su- 
+ perior size and the excellent flavor of the homer squab. 
These points of excellence come owing to the fact that 
the parent birds are good feeders, and because the old 
are reared in iofts where cleanliness prevails, and only 
the best of feed supplied, the average breeder of homer 
pigeons feeding wheat, cracked corn and Kaffir corn as 
staples, and hemp seed, Canada peas, vetches and millet 
as delicacies. Birds reared in lofts are also regularly 
supplied with salt, charcoal, grit and shell. Many

The Worid’s Wheat Crop. 


HAT the world’s wheat crop 9 mache a 

average now seems certain. The high prices paid 
‘wheat in the markets of the United States are not 
by a shortage in the world supply, and as long 
export wheat, or have a surplu’ to export, the crop of 
the world is what will finally determine the price at 
which we must sell both the exportable surplus and the 
main body used for home consumption. The crop is 
about the same as that of 1902 and 1903 for all practical 
purposes. One foreign estimate is that the crop will 
be 3,064,000;000 bushels. The crop of last year was es- 
timated at from 3,087,000,000 bushels to 3,160,000,000, a 
margin so wide as to throw much doubt on the correct- 
ness of the higher figure. Taking the world as a whole, 
the yield tends to uniformity; for when there is a 
great loss in one country there is generally a great gain 
in some other country to make it good. The crop of 
1902 was estimated at from 3,029,600,000 to 3,155,200,000 
bushels. Even a difference of 100,000,000 bushels cuis 
little figure in the wheat crop of the world, being only 
between 3 and 4 per cent. It will be seen that we cän- 
not hope for a world price very much in excess of the 
world price of recent years. The prices for wheat in 
exporting nations tend to gravitate toward the world 
oe less cost of transportation.—{Orchard and Farm.

Soil was firmy ped in around the 
roots, and they were liberally w and then heavily 
mulched. The tops were lightly headed back—not se- 
verely, as is often the case. The older the tree, the 
more root area must be preserved. In case of very large 
trees, a ball of earth at least ten feet in diameier 
should surround the roots. The hole should be dug be- 
fore freezing weather, a trench cut around the roots at 
the same time and then filled up with litter, manure or 
other mulching material, 80 that it can be readily re- 
moved when the tree is to be lifted. It will require 
good, strong lifting machinery to raise and swing the 
tree. It would be well to consult the advertisements of 
men who make a business of doing this work, and it 
will pay to place the contract in the hands of a person 
properly equipped and qualified to do it.—{John Craig,

ter furnishes a striking sidelight on Christian Science. 
Mr. Paine writes: 
“Editor Los Angeles Times, Care of Body Department: 
I will gladly aaswer the query propounded by you in 
The Times of Sunday last, namely: ‘If all the universe 
is good, is the diseased mortal mind inside or outside 
of the universe?’ 
“For this to be answered by a Chrisiian Scientist, as 


you request, the reply must be from the Christian Sei- 


ence standpoint, based solely upon the spiritual teach- 
ings of the holy scriptures. Christian Scientists take the 
Bible as their only guide. From this source Mrs. Eddy 
has derived all that is known as the teachings of Chris- 
tian Science. According to this teaching, ‘diseased mor- 
tal mind’ is neither inside nor outside of God's universe, 
the only real universe; it is a nonentity, a false belief. 
_ “The scriptures aver that God is good; that He created 
all that was made, and that it was good. The Bible also 
declares that God is a spirit. Then His creation must 
be spiritual and not material, must be perfect and har- 
monious. We have no evidence nor reason to believe 
that He could or would create aught unlike Himself— 
good. The Bible teaches that God is all in all, and 
that He created all, therefore there can be none other 


than God's universe, which must be spiritual and per- 


| fect, in which ‘diseased mortal mind,’ being temporal 
and imperfect, can have no part nor place. If God cre- 
ated all, and His creations are perfect, as the Bible 
teaches, there is no place for imperfect, mortal mind 
beliefs. Christian Science teaches that ihe only real is 
the spiritual and eternal. 


“Mrs. Eddy says in Science and Health, page 337: The 


visible universe and material man are the poor coun- 
terfeite of the invisible universe and spiritual man. Eter- 
nal things (verities) are God's thoughts, as they exist 
in the spiritual realm of the real. Temporal things are 
the thoughts of mortals and are the unreal, being the 
opposite of the real or spiritual and eternal.’ 

“It may be asked, what, then, is this mortal mind, 
and what place does it hold or occupy? It is an unreal- 
ity, having no place nor power, save that given it in 
belief. It is an fllusion which seems real while the 
belief lasts. For example, you are told that a dear friend 
is severely injured or dead; your sorrow and suffering 
is great, and, to your human, ‘mortal-mind’ sense, real, 
just as real as if true, but when you have learned the 
truth, that the report was absolutely false, your sorrow 
and suffering cease, your belief is changed. The lie is 
uncovered, and you realize that it never was anything 
but a falsehood, except in your belief, that it never was 
in or of the universe.” 

The above is as clear and as convincing as ‘ mud—or 
mush, The aggravating part of it is that when a sane 
person who has not allowed himself to be hypnotized, 
declares that Mrs. Eddy’s book is a mass of _jnanities 
and absurdities, these followers of Mrs. Eddy assume a 
pitying and patronizing air and intimate that the critic 
simply does not undersiand the wonderful things hid- 
den beneath the verbiage of that bulky volume. 

That cures of sickness are frequentiy effected by 
means of Christian Science the editor has previously 
admitted. Also is it a well-known fact that remarkable 
cures of disease are constantly effected by a visit to 
the wonderful grotto of the Virgin at Lourdes, in France, 
or to the religious relic at Montreal, as is attested by 
the thousands of crutches and other appliances that 
may be seen in those places. The cure, in all these 
cases, is the reqult of suggestion. Suggestion is now 
well recognized as a curative agepcy. It will accom- 
plish much, but there is a limit to its powers, whether 
taken “straight,” in a school of suggestive therapeu- 
tics or through the medium of Christian Science, so- 
called.
